It Would Be a Wise Measure to 


Adopt at the City Primaries 


This Evening. 


THE LAW OF LARGERJ CITIES. 


In T hat W ay Every V oter H as a 
V oice In th e S electio n of 
D eleg a tes. 


The republican city ward caucuses 
will be held this evening at the follow­ 
ing places: 


Fir9t ward—Brick building, next to 
Phoenix hotel—14 delegates. 


Second ward—Sweet’s 
store, 
141 
Pipestone—30 delegates. 


Third ward—City hall—25 delegates. 
Fourth ward—Morton hose house— 
23 delegates. 


The primaries will be- more largely 
attended this year than ever. 
Several 
of the city pastors gave out the cau­ 
cuses from their pulpits Sunday and 
urged their members to attend. 


The usual method of holding pri­ 
maries in this city where men go in 
pairs and nominate each other as dele­ 
gates is likely to receive a setback to­ 
night for in the old way not a tenth of 
the voters at the caucuses would have 
any voice in the proceedings. 


From chapter 135 of the laws of 18s>5 
the following applying to cities of 15,- 
000 people and over could be used to ad­ 
vantage at the primaries this evening: 


Section 17.—The delegates to a con­ 
vention shall be elected by ballot and 
in the following manner: The inspec­ 
tors shall provide suitable blanks of 
uniform size and color, not less than 
three by six inches, to be used as bal­ 
lots. and at each primary the names of 
all the delegates to be voted for' shall 
be written or printed on one ballot, 
and no name shall appear more than 
once on the same ballot. The person 
receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected a delegate, 
the person receiving the next highest- 
cumber of votes shall be declared the 
next delegate and so on in like manner 
until the full number of delegates to 
which the ward or precinct is entitled 
shall have been declared elected, and 
the person receiving the highest num­ 
ber of votes at i**»v primary for any 
ward ollice sl 
. oe declared the nom­ 
inee of th ' 
.*rty holding said primary 
for the p' acinar oilice for which he has 
been named: provided, that in election 
of delegates to a convention or in the 
election of a candidate for any ward 
otlice, it shall appear on counting the 
votes polled at any primary 
that 
two or more persons have received an 
equal number of votes for the sum».* 
otlice and that a failure to elect to any 
otlice is caused thereby, such persons 
shall proceed to draw lots for the elec­ 
tion to said otlice in the following man­ 
ner: The b'.ni"d of inspectors for the 
ward or precinct, where such tie may 
occur, shall prepare us many slips of 
I 
niper as there ace such persons who 
lave received the same number of 
votes, and write the word “elected” on 
as many slip.* of piper as there are 
otliCes to be tilled, and the words “ not, 
elected’* on tin* remaining slips, and 
fold the paper . o a >t;* conceal the writ­ 
ing and so mat they may appear as 
nearly alike as possible. 
Said slips 
shall be placed in a b>\ and each of 
such persons aforesaid, or in his ab­ 
sence some dis'nt.erest *d person acting 
for him, may draw one of said slips from 
the box and sucti per.-cn drawing a slip 
on which is written the word “elected” 
shall be deemed legally elected as rep­ 
resentative or nominee of the party 
bolding such primary for the oiliee in 
question and the board shall forthwith 
give him certificate of such election. 


Section 1H—The common council of 
any city of less than 15.000 population, 
not embraced in thi-> act may. bv ordi­ 
nance on continuation of the voters of 
such city, conduct their primaries in 
the same manner as those cities em­ 
braced in this act under lifty thousand 
population.

Auditor G eneral to Be O ne of th e 
M em bers of th e Board of 
A ssesso rs. 


Lansing, March 22.—Governor Pin- 
gree’s taxation bill as it will be pre­ 
sented to the legislature will contain a 
few changes from the original draft 
published a few days ago. 


The revised bill provides that the 
governor appoint four members who 
with the auditor general shall consti­ 
tute a state board of assessors, theaudi 
tor general to be the president. 
The 
board shall elect a secretary whose 
salary shall be $2,000 per year. 


A striking new feature of the bill is 
that franchises shall be assessed at 
their true value the same as other 
property. 
In the main the bill is iden­ 
tical with that published in T h e E v e n ­ 


i n g N e w s several days ago.

KEPOBT OF THE BOABD OOHPLETEB. 


Now in the Hands o f Admiral Sloiird and 


Majr Start to Washington Today—What 
W ill lie Done with tt When It Reaches 
the Capital—Officials and Statesmen **Fcel 
It In Their Bones" That the Spaniard 
3^VIII lie Condemned- Needs of the Cu­ 
ban Destitute Succinctly Aunounced.] 
Key West, Fla., March 22. — Judge 
Advocate Marix,of the court of inquiry, 
came ashore at 3 o’clock yesterday a ft­ 
ernoon, accompanied by an armed or­ 
derly from the Iowa, who carried a 
bulky package of oiliclal documents, 
whtch was handed over to Rear Ad­ 
miral Sicard. 
It Is believed that the 
documents are the full findings of the 
court of inquiry. 
Lieutenant Com- 
mander Marix refused either to deny 
or confirm, but an ofllcer from the Iowa 
said the documents were the long ex­ 
pected report on the Maine disaster. 
It is presumed th at if these documents 
are the anxiously expected report they 
will start to W ashington today in 
charge 
of 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Marix. 


When It Reaches Washington* 


W ashington, March 22.--The proced­ 
ure in connection with the submission 
of the report of the Maine court of in­ 
quiry by the president to congress is 
now clearly outllneil, and a cabinet of­ 
ficer yesterday explained the general 
line of action a t present intended to 
be pursued upon receipt of the report, 
which Is expected to reach Washington 
next Thursday. 
A copy of it will be 
laid before the Spanish government 
very early, and as soon as can be con­ 
sistently done the report will be sent 
to congress and made public at the 
same time. The report to congress will 
be accompanied by a message from the 
president staling th at after receiving 
the report the conclusions were laid 
before the Spanish government and 
appropriate action from that quarter 
asked. 
It is stated positively that no 
part of the report and no intimation 
of the findings has reached the ex­ 
ecutive authorities in W ashington as 
yet. 


Antl-Spanlsh Opinion Holds the Port. 
At the same time is is a notieeable 
fact that the current of otncial opinion 
is beginning to follow that of the un- 
oihcial opinion expressed so positively 
and persistently at Havana and Key 
W est—that the cause of the explosion 
was external to the battleship. 
Of­ 
ficials high in the administration stated 
yesterday that while they were wholly 
without exact information as to the 
findings of the court of Inquiry they 
fftund themselves sharing In the ap­ 
parently Intangible conviction that the 
caase of the explosit>n was not acci­ 
dental. 
The 
opinions 
expressed 
by 
the Maine survivors who reached here 
last Saturday doubtless have contrib­ 
uted largely to this view In •fllclal 
circles.

In this omnectlon It Is understood 
that one of the otllcers who arrived on 
Saturday stated—not as opinion, but 
as his persi>nal observation on the 
night of the disaster—that there wer^ 
two distinct explosions.

of the house committee on foreign af­ 
fairs.

The visit of Heed naturally attracted 
mueh attention, as he seldom leaves 
the congressional sphere to make calls 
on the executive branch, and it was 
naturally inferred that the purp»)se of 
his visit was to confer upon the Cuban 
situation and its future before con­ 
gress. though neither he nor H itt was 
communiratlve. Secretary Long also 
had an extended conference with the 
president, but so far as it could be 
learned it developed nothing additional 
relating to the Spanish question. The 
arm y and navy preparations are con­ 
tinuing without Interruption, although 
they have now become so regular as to 
lapse into routine on a gigantic scale.

Is named, led the Chilian forces during 
the years in which the coSUry fought 
for and won independence from Spain. 


He was president and dictator from 
1S16 until 1S23. O’Hlgglas was the son 
of Ambrosia O’Hlgglns, Marquis de 
Osorno, a poor Irishman who wont to 
8outh America to become a priest, but 
after a varied career finally r«ise to bi 
viceroy oi Chili under Spanish domina­ 
tion, and also became viceroy yf Peru. 
The son organized a regiment as soon 
as the Insurgents declared Independ­ 
ence in Chili, in 1810. 
His selection as 
head of the army %ws made hy a Junta 
opposed to Carrera as dictator, l)Ut he 
demonstrated his bravery and military 
knowledge 
many occasions. 


Once,being deserted by the main part 
of his army, he cut his way through 
the Spanish lines, his 1,900 faithful fol­ 
lowers being reduced to 200. 
Uy good 
generalship ho achieved independence, 
but resigned as dictator in consequence 
of dissensitms, and retired to Peru, 
where he died in M46 at the age of 66 
years.

Don’t Know What It Will He, liut Feel It 
in Tli«ir ISuiies. 


W ashington, 
March 22.—The short 
session of thg senate yesterday was 
quite unusual for the first working day 
of the week. That no one was prepared 
to go on with any pending measure was 
given as the explanation, but privately 
the opinion was stated by some of the 
senators that while the Cuban ques­ 
tion remained in such suspense there 
was no desire to take up important leg­ 
islation. The outlook as to Cuba was 
discussed among senators almost to the 
exclusion of other topics and the belief 
was quite decided that the adm inistra­ 
tion is preparing to take a positive po­ 
sition within the next week. 


Several senators made thè prediction 
that the United States would intervene, 
Being pressed for a reason they stated 
th at they had reached this conclusion 
after more or less conference with ex­ 
ecutive officers, but at the same time 
saying quite emphatically that they 
had no positive information on this 
point.

HELDWATCHMEETING 


Aldermen Lose Another Night’s 


Slumber Over Tenth Street 


Railroad Franchise! 


AND THEN 
NOTHING 
DONE. 


Arranff«m«nts W«r« Mad« for the 
Approaohlns City Election- 
Other Business. 


For the third time tn two weeks the 
common council last ni^ht held a watch 
meeting to consider 
the 
franchise 
asked by the Benton Hurbor terminal 
railway company, and for the third 
time it was referred back to the ordi* 
nance committee. A special mcctin^r 
will be called this week to pass the 
franchise, provided the committee and 
the company deslrln}' to run a road on 
Tenth street can agree to terms. 


Every alderman is m favor of grant­ 
ing the company the use of Tenth 
street for a rallroucl. either a steam or 
electric road, but they are particular 
that the wording of the franchise shall 
be so plain and concise as to admit of 
but a single construction. 


The tlrst franchise presented 
pro­ 
vided that the comuany should have 
the right to run Its 
tracks “across, 
through and along” Tenth street and 
all intersecting streiiis. The ordinance 
committe Interpreted this to mean that 
the railroad could run a track down 
Main street for that street Intersected 
Tenth. The promoters of the road 
claimed that the franchise would bear 
no such interpreUitlon, and at the next 
meeting this feature of the franchise 
was changed. There are several other 
provisions that might be construed In 
ditTerent ways and the aldermen mere­ 
ly ask that plain and clear United 
States capable of but a 
single con­ 
struction be emploved. City A ttor­ 
ney Kllsworth and the ordinance com­ 
mittee prepared a franchise granting 
the company all the rightij and priv­ 
ileges that Itclaims their own franchise 
gives. This, however, the company 
refuses to accept. 


Alderman McDonald very vigorously 
favored the franehihe ottered by the 
company and denouneedas ‘‘damnable’’ 
ami “devilish’* the refusal of the coun­ 
cil to pass it. 


Alderman Bamuel Brown made an 
excellent record for bimself In his po­ 
sition on the franchise. 
Mr. Urown in 
a bosom friend of Viet* l*resldei.t Detiui 
of the tunnel sehemi* and on account of 
friendship It was e.Kj»eeted that Mr. 
Brown would 
op|»use 
the schenie, 
which If carried out will work Injury 
to the hopes entertained by Mr. Deam. 
But Mr. lirown was one of the most 
earnest advocates of the franchise 
He 
declared his constituents wanted the 
Tenth street road and he was the rep­ 
resentative of their interests. How­ 
ever, like the other aldermen, he 
wished the city to be properly pro­ 
tected. 


The matter shortly before midnight 
was referred back to the ordinance 
committee with the hope th at the com 
ralttee and the promoters would reach 
a satisfactory agreement in a day or 
two. 


The mayor apiJointed and council 
eoniirmed the following onicers for the 
coming election: 
Kleetion commission­ 
ers, Dr. B.C. Jtoekwell. Fred A. Hobbs 
and J. J. Miller; inspectors, J. N. Heed, 
D. J. Culllnine, Frank Morrow and 
John K Uarues.

The good 
showing of the eity wus uttributed to 
the system of sewerage and the gar 
bage collection system, and the co^op 
eratiun of citizens with the health of 
iicer.

whose niemhers were all physicians 
and eX’heultU otiicers and the state .sec­ 
retary believed that this had much to 
do with the healthfulness of the eity.
